“We must remember, however, 
‘that these are only the first steps 
in a firmly funded program 
aimed at relieving the poverty 
and discrimination that afflict the 
ghetto residents, These prob- 
lems are by no means yet re- 
solved, and complete solution de- 
mands continued support, energy, 
and perserverance to see them 
through to their conclusion—to 
the point where every American 
citizen can find equal opportun- 
ity in th land.” 

Cohelan also pointed to his 
long-standing oppositfon to the 
war in Vietnam and his persist- 
ent efforts in support of a pro- 
gram to bring it to a conclusion, 
As recently as March 12 of this 
year, he was co-sponsor of a res- 
olution in the House of Repre- 
sentatives calling for Congres- 
sional opposition to any troop 
increase in Vietnam. 

“We must take positive steps— 
halt the bombing and further es- 
calation, support a role for the 
National Liberation Front in ne- 
gotiations, insist on reform in 
Saigon and urge the Vietnamese 
to accept the responsibility for 
their future—to get an early and 
honorable end to the war.” 

As a member of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, Cohelan serves 
on two subcommittees, Treasury 
and Post Office, and Foreign Op- 
erations. He also has_ partici- 
pated in the work of other sub- 
committees and last summer 
traveled to Vietnam with the Goy- 
ernment Operations inspection 
team that subsequently published 
the Moss Report which criticizes 
government expenditures in Viet- 
nam. Previously, Cohelan served

Mrs, Lew Wulff of 982 Peralta 
has a recipe in the April Sunset 
magazine for Crab Louis, Creamy 
Dressing. 

Here is her recipe: 

If you have dressing left over, 
it keeps well in the refrigerator 
several days. 

1 cup mayonnaise, 

3 tablespoons chile sauce, 

1 tablespoon each Worchester- 

shire and lemon juice, 

% green pepper, seeded and 

finely chopped. 

1 canned pimiento, diced, 

4 teaspoon salt. 

% cup heavy cream, whipped. 

1 large head iceberg lettuce. 

4 cups crab meat (about 2 lbs.) 

4 hard-cooked eggs, sliced or 

in wedges. 

About 12 large ripe pitted 

olives. 

Paprika for garnish, 

For the dressing, combine the 
mayonnaise, chile sauce, Wor- 
eestershire, lemon juice, green 
pepper, jimiento, and salt. Fold 
in the whipped cream, cover, and 
chill for 1 to 2 hours. 

Remove outside leaves of let- 
tuce and arrange on each of six 
salad plates. Shred the inner part 
of the lettuce and pile inside the 
lettuce leaves on each plate. Di- 
vide crab meat and arrange on 
the lettuce, saving several nice 
leg pieces for the tops. Arrange 
egg slices or wedges and olives 
on each plate and dust lightly 
with paprika. Cover each plate 
with clear plastic film and chill 
for 1 or 2 hours, if you wish. 
Pass the dressing at the table. 
Makes 6 servings.
